This is the logical place for me to explain why I have reached 
the difficult decision to disperse. It's not easy to explain be- 
cause I don't believe, in most cases, there is ever any one 
reason. I'll start by telling you some of the things that are not 
reasons. First, it is not because this herd has been unprofitable 

. . it has been a good investment. We have operated the herd 
in a practical manner. In one year, for example, with 125 head 
of brood cows, we sold over $60,000 in cattle. It is not because 
of any loss of interest in the breed or its great future in the 
South. As a matter of fact I fully intend to return to the ranks 
with a smaller herd before too long. I would have preferred to 
keep some of these as basis for such a herd, but I know, as a 
practical matter, a full dispersion results in the best sale. 

Those who know me realize that I want to spend a lot of time 
on any enterprise in which I am interested. During the first nine 
years in the business I traveled extensively to sales, shows, 
meetings. I was very active in Association affairs and was 
honored and enjoyed holding such jobs as president of the 

k American Polled Shorthorn Society, the Alabama Cattlemen’s 
_ Ass'n, and secretary of the Southeastern Shorthorn Ass’n. How- 

ent ‘er, in the past four years we have expanded our wholesale 

supply business, plan further expansion, and I have also 
ee orad four other business enterprises. The work and travel in 
~ connection with all this has kept me so far from the cattle 

- busines. that I no longer feel I am participating the way I once 

i . we have never built the 


did. There are other reasons, too . 

: _ proper buildings on our new farm after selling the original farm. 
We have a large band of quarter horses and we have never 
been able to find horsemen that liked registered cattle or 
vice versa, and, we don't kid anyone ... we can use the money 
that a herd this size will bring. That's another good thing about 
the cattle business . . . you always have something you can 
turn to cash. 

During the last two or three years, we have not fitted anything. 
There has been no creeping of calves, and the cows have just 
had pasture and hay in the winter. In some cases you may feel 
an animal is quite thin, or not properly grown out for its age. 
This is purely a matter of feeding .. . not breeding .. . as the 
record of our cattle in the hands of others and in the weight- 
for-age feeding tests at Auburn and Tifton demonstrated. 

Because most of our cattle are not halter broken, we have 
decided to sell in the good facilities at Camilla, Georgia. The 
herd is at peak strength. We are fortified with 40 daughters 
of Oakwood Conquest x and four of the strongest herd bulls in 
service anywhere. Furthermore, in the natural sifting of any 
herd over the process of 11 years, we are left with the very 
best producing families. All slow producers have been culled 

- and if there happens to be one or two more uncovered 
between now and sale day they will not be sold. The high per- 
centage of calves at foot, with the other cows springing heavily, 
is testimonial to the health and prolificacy of the herd. Breeding 
dates will be announced at the sale. 

I love Polled Shorthorns and the people who breed them. 
They have both been good to me. I know these cattle will do 
well. Looking forward to seeing you.
